C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1.  (1)  Water  Supply. — The  town  is  supplied  with  water 
entirely  by  electrically  operated  plant,  which  has  worked 
satisfactorily. 

Small  extensions  of  water  mains  have  been  made,  these 
being  200  yards  of  3in.  in  Barrow  Road,  490  yards  of  Sin.  in 
St.  Nicholas  Avenue,  and  220  yards  of  6in.  in  St.  Nicholas 
Avenue. 

The  number  of  new  services  laid  was  32,  and  15  services 
have  been  renewed. 

The  usual  emptying  and  cleansing  of  reservoirs  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  83,320,000  gallons  of  water  were  pumped, 
giving  an  average  of  228,270  gallons  per  day. 

Seven  Bacteriological  analyses  were  made,  which  show 
that  the  water  still  maintains  its  high  standard  of  purity. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Only  minor  extensions  to 
the  Sewerage  System  were  made,  where  development  ha? 
required  it. 

2.  (i)  Rivers  and  Streams. — One  complaint  was  received 
of  alleged  pollution  to  the  Finham  Brook,  and  upon  investiga 
tion  was  found  to  have  been  caused  by  some  source  outside 
the  Council’s  control. 

General  conditions  of  the  effluent  from  the  Disposal- 
Works  is  satisfactory. 

3.  (i)  Public  Cleansing. — The  scheme  in  force  in  the 
District  provides  for  weekly  emptying  of  ash-bins  and  has 
proved  satisfactory.  All  new  property  is  provided  with 
movable  covered  metal  dust-bins. 

D.  HOUSING. 

The  usual  Table  has  been  completed  and  is  being  kept 
for  reference. 

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

[a)  Milk  Supply. — The  number  of  persons  registered 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  is  51.  All 
the  premises  have  been  visited  at  intervals,  and  3 informal 
notices  requiring  limewashing,  etc.,  have  been  served  and 
complied  with.

One  person  is  licensed  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk, 
and  one  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

( b ) Meat. — Notice  of  regular  hours  of  slaughtering  have 
been  given  in  all  cases  by  the  butchers,  and  frequent  visits 
are  made  by  the  inspector  during  slaughtering  hours. 

(c)  Other  Trades. — Bakehouses  have  been  frequently 
inspected,  and  2 notices  requiring  limewashing,  etc.,  have 
been  served  and  complied  with.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  was 
61,  as  compared  with  31  in  1938.  60  cases  were  removed 

to  Isolation  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths. 

With  respect  to  these  cases  there  was  nothing  of  special 
interest  to  report  ; the  cases  were  mostly  in  connection  with 
one  school  which  was  visited  on  several  occasions.  Most 
of  the  cases  were  of  a mild  character.
